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4. The name Conſtable , is made (as Conſta- 
J haue read) of two Englich woꝛds put bles 
together , namelp, cunning (02 crying) 
and ſtaple, which doc ſigniſle, the ſtap 
(02 hold) ofthe king. Foꝛ by the ancient 
cuſtome ofthe Realme, there is a great 
 Dffieer called the Conſtable of England, 
who by meanes of the high anthozity 
that he had, was a pꝛincipall ſtay vnto 
the Kings gonernment , and this man 
had inriſdiction and anthozity in deds of 
57. R. a. Armes, and matters of warre, both with- 
ca.1z, in & without the Realme. Out of which 
office, this lower Conſtableſhip was at 
the firſt dzawne and fetched, and is (as 
it were) a very finger of that hand. Foz His be - 
the ſtatute of Winckeſt, which was made mung. 
in the time of King Edw. the firſt, and by » 
which theſe lower Conſtables of Hundreds 
e;.E.r. And Franchiſes were firſt ozdained , doth 
(among other things) appoint. that fo: 
the better keping of the Peace, two 
Conſtables in euerp Hundred and Fran- 
chiſe, ſhould make the view of Armour. 
So then the name of Conſtable in a 
Hundred 92 Franchiſe , doth meane that 
he is an officer that ſuppoꝛteth the Kings 
Maieſtie in the maintenance of bis 
—— within 5 282 of his — 
o2 Franchiſe;a manp 
called the High Conſtable, in ris 
ſon of the conſtables, oz pety conſtables, 


that be in the townes oꝛ pariſhes within

Hitherto I have opened the anci- 
ent office of the Borſholder, Tythingmen, 
and the reſt , whereof alſo there is yet to 
this day ſqpie ſhew or remnant in our 
Leetes ( or Law dayes ) but if the verie 
ſubſtance thereof were thoroughly per- 
formed (as I know no let, but that by 
law it may) then ſhould the peace of tho 
land be much better maintained than now 
it is.

Borſholders, Tythingmen, Headborowes, fice. 


Roroheads , Thirdboroes, and Chiefe 
Pledges haue, it is in manner all one 
with the office of a Conſtable of a towne 
o2 pariſh, which is commonly named 
a petite Conſtable, o2 vnder Conſtable , 
becauſe hee is a ſmall Conſtable in re⸗ 
ſpe of the Conſtable of the Yundzed, 
within whoſe limit he is.
